Claim Rejections - 35 USC $ 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 20, 22, 23, 25-28, 31, 32, 35, 37, 38, 40-43, 46, and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Wickersheim (US 4,560,286). Please refer to the previous office action for the text 
of the rejection. 

Claims 20, 22-28, 31, 32, 35, 37-43, 46, and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Allison et al (US 5,730,528). Please refer to the previous office action for the text of the 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
c rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at.the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 21, 29, 30, 33, 34, 36, 44, 45, 48, and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Allison et al (US 5,730,528). Please refer to the previous office action for the text of 
the rejection. 
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Claims 21, 29, 30, 33, 34, 36, 44, 45, 48, and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wickersheim (US 4,560,286). Please refer to the previous office action for the text of 
the rejection. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed October 18, 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the term "thermal barrier coating" has a well-understood meaning in 
the art, and provides references referring to such coatings. The instant specification does not offer a 
definition of the term "thermal barrier coating", and the claims must be given the broadest reasonable 
interpretation. The coatings of Wichersheim and Allison may be considered coatings with thermal 
barrier properties in that they are comprised of materials that provide at least some thermal protection, 
and are coated onto the underlying substrate. However thin the coatings may be, they would provide at 
least some protection to the underlying substrate. The claims do not qualify the thermal protection 
provided, and no clear definition is provided in the instant specification. Therefore the rejection is held.
